ROOSEVELT LOOKS BEST SECOND CHOICE. 


THOUGH TAFT HAS GAINED STEADILY 


Pennsylvania and New Jersey Considered Doubtful 


While Local Conditions May Throw Illinois to 
the Pedagogue.-Ohio Classed Unquestion- 


ably as Democratic to the Core. 


Closing the work of more than six weeks the sbc metro- 


politan newspapers "bf the big cities throughout the Nation 


•which have conducted a nation-wide straw vote poll through 
their correspondents, announce without hesitancy that Wood 
row Wilson, Governor of New Jersey, will be elected Presi- 
dent of the United States Tuesday, receiving the highest elec- 
toral vote ever accorded a candidate. The same -poll indicates 
but with less certainty that Theodore Roosevelt, former presi- 
dent heading his new Bull Moose party, will run second; and 
that President William H. Taft will he third with the smallest 
rote ever given a Republican candidate since the Civil war. 


As to Congress, it appears that the lower House will he 


)verwhelmingly Democratic, wihle the S^ate looks like al- 
uost an even proposition. A Wilson landslide, which seems 
o he well within the bounds of possibilities, would give the 
Democrats both branches of Congress. 


"The closing days of the campaign have been attended by 


Ganges of sentiment in many parts of the country. For the 
ast T?eek Taft sentiment has been growing with great speed, 
larticularly in states which have been classed as doubtful. It 
.ppears to have sprouted too late, however. Prosperity and 
he "let well enough alone" argument are the chief sources of 
he Taft gaine. They may decide whether Taft or Roosevelt 
rill run second. 


Wilson's lead, if the straw ballots this year show the di- 


ection of the political winds, is too great for his adversaries 
a overcome. What changes have come about, m most m- 
tances, have resulted in profit to Wilson, an increased Taft 
trengtb in most of the cases where it has developed meaning 
proportionate weakening of the Roosevelt support, thus 
Baking the lead of the New Jersey governor over, his nearest 
ival all the greater.

On the Pacific coast California and Wasliington are Roose- 


velt's, while Oregon is Wilson's. 
In Idaho the fight lies be- 


tween Taft and Wilson, in Utah and Wyoming Tnft has it his 
own way, while in Nevada and New Mexico, Wi-lson has rho 
lead.
